The detentloo 
of sane people In menul hospi¬ 
tals Is one of the most foul and 
damnable crimes against the dti- 
aens; that such a charge should 
be made proves that there I* 
cither criminal connivance on the 
part of officials, or gross Incom¬ 
petence ol the medical examiners 
conoemed. 

I would ask Mr..Pattullo if his 
conscience Is clear as he reads 
this extract from Mr. Hepburn’s 
statement; 

"I have reason to believe that 
lots of sane people are railroaded 
to mental hospitals and kept there 
under pressure to serve the In¬ 
terests of those responsible for 
their Improper detention. I can¬ 
not think of anything more In¬ 
human than to keep a person In 
his right mind, cooped up - often 
for long periods with others who 
are undoubtedly Insane '* 

Has Mr. Pallullo made any In¬ 
quiry about Essondale? 

I myself know of two sane 
people In that Institution, who 
are being kept ihe^e to serve the 
malice of certain people. And 
how many more are there? 

One woman with a nervous 
breakdown was railroaded to Es¬ 
sondale because she complained 
of 111 treatment and that she was 
being experimented upon 'The 
doctors said she had Illusions, 
but there was no Illusion about 
the bill presented, namely $250 
for one month -$90 for the room 
and the balance for drugs.

Of the 123. a total of six 
had secured employment by them 
selves, another six had been de¬ 
clared employable, five had been 
put In the partially employable 
class and 23 had been listed In the 
test division. 

The work on which the latter 
must prove themselves can not he 
dty work, the alderman said.

Definite Policy to Deal 
With III City 
Employees Advocated 

The dty’s IrgUUtIvr committee 
srlll consider a 1922 by law aei 
ttne forth the rale of sick pay 
snowed to all members of the 
various drpartmehts as the re- 
•ult of a motion presented yes 
tarday to the City Council by 
Alderman Archie WiUi. 

Alderman Wills relerred to the 
question he had raised at a recent 
meeting on the policy to be 
adopted In dealing with employees 
removed from their work by tll- 
nest. He cited the old by-law 
which set forth a general scheme 
of sick pay. Under It. an employee 
wtih less than five years’ service 
srlth the city would secure o^e 
month's fun pay la the event of 
prolonged Illness 'In any 12 
months Those with between five 
and 20 years’ service would re- 
oelve two months’ lull pay and 
four months' half pay In any 12 
months. Those with service of 
over 20 years would be given 
three months’ full pay In any 12 
months and six monihs’ half pay 
during the same period 

M. r. Hunier.'ctly clerk, ststed 
the city comptroller had not hern 
In a position to adopt a definite 
policy along those lines since the 
leglslallon was of an optional 
nature and not compulsory. Under 
It the official explained, each case 
was determined on Its ow n nwrlls. 

Consideration was given Aiug 
gestlon to superannuate a mem 
her of the fire department whose 
health has been severely Im¬ 
paired. Full lick pay was voted 
for him for the month of Sep 
lember.

Tbe City Council )‘«st^rttay ac¬ 
cepted the bid of the GiUeapie 
Grain Co. Ltd. for the rental of 
the Ofden Point grain elevator 
on a leaae baaii v^hich called for 
an annual payment of $30,000 and 
gave J. Glllrapie. head of the In¬ 
dependent romiMny, an option to 
purchase at a price of $300,000 
at the end of the 12 montha. 

•. The agreement set payment by 
the company at $1,000 on October 
1, $3,000 on November 1. $4,000, 
on December 1. $^.000 January 1, 
$8,000 February' 1. and $9,000 on 
March 1. making the total rental 
the stipulated $30,000 for the year 

In the event of a federal gov 
emment order directing the grain 
flow from some port other than 
Victoria. Mr. Gillespie may rail 
for a release from the agreement 
upon payment of $2.NV) a month 
tix>m October 1 to a date 30 day* 
after his application (or sever- 
ence of the contract. 

The agreement further gU'es 
him a preference for the renewal 
of the lease at its expiration if 
he does not wish to purchase the 
plant but desirt‘s to continue 
using ft. 

Following repair of the build¬ 
ing. tentatively fixed by the cit> 
building inspector at a cost of 
between $2,000 and $2,500. the 
Gillespie Grain Company Ltd 
will be required to maintain it 
In good condition, barring rea 
sonahle wear and tear, acts of

.Most people by now knitw how 
a miner of the Ik>nhas named 
Siakhonov dl.xcoverrd a method 
of alternating his work so that he 
tripled and even quadrupled his 
(roduction The muguls of the 
Five Year Plan heanl of this and 
realired there wax dynamite be¬ 
hind the Idea of every worker 
hrt'oming efficiency conscious 
Terrific propaganda built this un 
known man into a mighty hero, 
and the idea swept the union. 

Kvery factory now lists Its 
.'^takhonovite workers, hoasts of 
i»* Stakhonnvlte workers, everx' 
state and collective farm, loo In 
some of the factories I visited, 
over a third of the workers were 
Stakhonovitrs. 

The Stakhonovite worker does 
not necessarily eain more than 
other workers. Most jobs In the 
rSSR are on piecework basis, 
which means that ever>one has 
the same chance, his wages de¬ 
pending on how hard he or she 
works. 

A t'damik. or shock worker, 
who Is s worker who keeps up to 
plan may earn Just as much as a 
Stakhonovlte or even more Then, 
what is The differeme between 
these two types of workers? 

Well, a Stakhonovitf- has con¬ 
tributed to increasing production, 
while a t'damik has not. 

It may be a very humble con¬ 
tribution such as s better method 
of wrapping goods or a new way 
of using one’s hands at a certain 
Job. Still, If It increases pmduc 
tlon. he or she become# i Siak- 
honovlte. Hls or her salary rises 
because of the increased produc¬ 
tion but the salary of all other 
workers doing the same Job rises 
as mretl. though they never had 
the Idea. 

However, the Stakhonovlte gets 
honor and honor means a lot In 
Soviet Rusaia. Honor also brings 
privileges such as theatre tickets 
and even motor cars. 

I was told that the average 
salary of a Stakhonovlte la about 
900 roubles a month, though there 
are some who earn over 2.000 
roubles a month. 

The Importance of the Stakho- 
novltc movement cannot be mini¬ 
mised. It has put efficiency into 
an Industry which sadly needed It. 

. Due to the application of Stakho- 
I novite methods some Soviet pro- 
' desses are now at a higher level 
than their counterparts In the 
United States. 

One-fourth of all the motor 
fuel in the United Suies is used 
bgr farmers.

KEY TO DIPIA)MACY 

To the Editor: —The key to the 
present diplomacy of Mr. Cham¬ 
berlain. as inck'ed to all Britlsn 
diplomacy, lies not In Central 
Europe but in the east. For by 
the logic of economic forces, 
there is in that dip)nmac>' a neers 
sary principle of continuity. It 
must imwitabiy follow the same 
lines, until Britain changes its 
economic s>stein ami ci^ast's to be 
a-predator) capitalist power. 

Ulienevet Great Britain ha* 
gone into a Euro|iean war she 
has done so In ord<'r to attack a 
colonial rival; and on almost 
every occasion she has emerge<l 
fntm It with an adequate parc'cl 
of colonial hxit. While the ag¬ 
gression of Hitler does not extend 
to a demand for the return of the 
(H-rman colonies we can show an 
fllympian about fare overnight ’o 
changes in the European fron 
tiers, provided always that thi* 
aggression is directed towards 
Moscow, and does not-extend to 
control of the highways to the 
plunder grounds of the east. 

Soviet Russia, by her wry ex 
istence is a protest against Im- 
piTialism. Thi're is b<*lween the 
5^vk*t Union and the British 
Empire an irresoluble clash of 
idealogies, and conflict Is certain 
In all the bor{k»r lands where 
these two influences meet. How- 
ewr correct the attitude of the 
Soviet government itself. Russian 
Communist influence and teach¬ 
ing must Inevitably percolate Into 
our exploited dependencies.
